and humane. His scheme was the scheme of 
a man of genius, who felt within himself the 
movement of a fiery life and of a soaring capac- 
ity which could not settle quietly..down..withia 
the narrow circle of a.country gentleman’s exis- 
tence in parceled and prosperous England. 
Boldly as the scheme was conceived, its ex- 
ecution has equaled all the promise of the in- 
ception. James Brooxe found at Sarawak 
some 1,500 souls dwelling in huts built 
of logs and poles, and living in terror 
of their lives. Scarcely a month was suffered 
to:pass over their devoted heads unmarked by 
a descent of the river robbers, by the flames of 
burning huts, and the shricks of the unhappy 


Dyaks, decapitated on the logs which had. 


formed their own thresholda Foreign ships were 
deterred from these else inviting shores, partly 
by the fear of these insufferable scourges of the 
sea, and partly by the growing poverty of a 
people so constantly and so terribly afflicted. 
A quarter of a has not yet passed away, 
and the village has grown to a well-built town 
of twenty thousand inhabitants. Prosperous 
settlements have been multiplied in the interior, 
and along the coasts, now freed from ravage by 
the almogt complete annihilation of the recu- 
sant pirate tribés, and by the reclamation of 
the rest to habits of orderly industry.
